WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Criminal investigators sus¬ 
pect hundreds of US Army 
soldiers exploited a recruit¬ 
ment program to receive ille¬ 
gal kickbacks worth more 
than $29 million, lawmakers 
and officials said Tuesday. 

The scale of the potential 
fraud was "astounding" and 
ranks as one of the largest 
criminal prob es in the Army's 
history, said Senator Claire 
McCaskill, who held a hear¬ 
ing on the scandal. 

An Army audit has found 
that more than 1,2 DO re¬ 
cruiters had received pay¬ 
ments tlrat were potentially 
fraudulent, defense officials 
said 

"We now know that thou¬ 
sands of service members, 
their families and friends, 
may have participated in 
schemes to defraud the gov¬ 
ernment they served and the 
taxpayers," McCaskill said 

The kickbacks grew out of 
a 2005 project launched at a 
time when the US Army and 
National Guard were strug¬ 
gling to secure new recruits 
amid heavy casualties in the 
w r ar m Iraq and Afghanistan 

The National Guard pro¬ 
gram, which was eventually 
extended to the active-duty 
Army, essentially paid troops 
for referrals of recruits. 

These "recruiting assis¬ 
tants," which included Na¬ 
tional Guard soldiers and 
civilians, were allowed to 
earn between $2, ODD to 
$7,500 for each person they

Temperatures have al¬ 
ready been so unusually cold 
this winter that supplies of 
propane -- which many 
homes and livestock farmers 
use for heating — are danger¬ 
ously low. Seven Midwestern 
governors sent President 
Barack Obama a letter Tues¬ 
day asking for help in reliev¬ 


ing the shortages 

The central plains states of 
Kansas, Missouri and Ne¬ 
braska were the first Id b e hit 
by tins latest storm an Tues- 
day By the evening com¬ 
mute, freezing ram had 
already knocked down p ower 
lines and snarled traffic as far 
east as Arkansas and Ten¬ 
nessee. 

The storm was set to reach 
the east coast on Wednesday,, 
when a low pressure system 
would bring warmer air that 
would turn the heavy snow 
into freezing rain in the Ap-

But the White House 
p Dinted out that the data did 
not prove employers were 
cutting jobs or hours be¬ 
cause of Obamacare. 

It said that the CEO sum¬ 
mary instead showed that 
some who stay in low paid 
jabsarputoff retirement ta 
keep health insurance plans 
linked t.a employers would 
no longer have to under 
Obamacare and could chose 
to leave the work force or 
toil for fewer hours 
"Claims that the Affordable 
Care Act hurts j abs are sim¬ 
ply b elied by the facts in the 
CBQ report" White House 
spokesman Jay Camev said 
in a statement, which ap¬ 
peared just before the White 
House conducted a hur¬ 
riedly organized call for re¬ 
porters 

"Since the Affordable Care 
Act passed into law in 
M arch 2 D10 the private sec¬ 
tor has added 3.1 million 
jabs,* Carney said. 

"Tliat is the strongest 45 
month job growth since the 
late 1990s and contrasts 
with the 3.3 million private 
sector jobs lost in the 
decade before the Afford¬ 
able Care Act passed." 

Other officials sai d a health¬ 
ier work force would lead to 
fewer sick days and higher 
productivity and that the 
law as a whole would have 
a stimulatory effect on the 
economy. 

The non-partisan CBD re- 
p ort estimated that the AC A 
will reduce the total number

Danny Russel, the assistant secretary of state for East Asia, 
said he held "candid" talks on growing tensions during recent 
stops in Beijing, Seoul and Tokyo 

“There are multiple perspectives, but one tiring is certain -- 
none of the problems, none of these tensions, can be solved 
by any one party alone," Russel told reporters. 

"Frankly, we look to each of our friends and partners m the 
Asia-Pacific region to make a contribution to good relations 
and to good nerghborlmess," he said 
Russel said that Japan and South Korea, both US allies and 
democracies, had shared values that should "serve as the 
foundation for long-term trust." He said that China and 
Japan, as Asia's two largest economies, "can and must work 
together" in the interests of their citizens.

(AFP) - Fishermen m Mexico 
say they had searched for days 
for a colleague who claims to 
have survived l3 months adrift 
in the Pacific before washing 
ashore in the Marshall Islands. 

The fishermen in the south¬ 
ern state of Chiapas say Jose 
Salvador Alvarenga, a native 
of El Salvador who is known 
by the nickname “La Chaneha" 
or "fat person', had set sail 
with just a day's worth of food 
and water. 

Alvar enga. says he drifted 
some 12,500 kilometers {3,000 
miles) from Mexico to the 
Marshall Islands after going on 
a fishing trip in December 
3013 with a teenager who died 
while they were la st at. sea. 

Fishermenm Chiapas, how¬ 
ever, say Alvar eng a was last 
seen in the town of Choeo- 
huital before he sailed away in 
the afternoon of Saturday, No¬ 
vember 30, 3013, and had 


planned to return the next day. 

His boss, Guillermina Ro¬ 
driguez Solis, said Alvar enga 
had enough food and water for 
24 hours and communicated 
by radio h efore strong northern 
winds hit the region. 

The local shrimp fislung co¬ 
operative asked municipal and 
state authorities to help and a 
helicopter was deployed in a 
search that lasted four days 

"We are surprised, but there 
is no doubt it's him," said fish¬ 
erman William Uscanga after 
seeing a picture of his bearded 
colleague 

Guillermina Morales, a local 
woman who hosts fishermen 
for lunch in her house, said Al- 
varenga had arrived in Choco- 
huital from El Salvador with 
his brother several years ago 
and had hoped to immigrate to 
die United States. 

Alvar eng a, who w r as found 
at a remote coral atoll last 
Thursday, was recuperating in 



a hospital in the Marshall Is¬ 
lands where the told AFP that 
he thought about suicide but

US official won't say whether Obama 
phone data is collected 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US official acknowledged 
Tuesday that die NSA likely 
scoops up data on congres¬ 
sional phone communications, 
but stopped short of saying 
whether such action extends to 
calls made by President 
Barack Obama. 

The tense exchange oc¬ 
curred during a hearing on the 
status of the administration's 
reforms of the secret bulk data 
collection program exposed 
last year by former National 
Security Agency contractor 
Edward Snowden. 

Deputy Attorney General 
James Cole, testifying before 
the House Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee, hesitated when asked 
whether the controversial NSA 
program that gadiers the num¬ 
bers, call times and lengths of 


virtually every US phone call 
extended to communications 
by members of Congress and 
executive branch officials. 

Congressman Darrell Issa, a 
House Republicans known for 
his staunch criticism of the 
Obama White House, asked 
specifically whether die pro¬ 
gram was scooping up infor¬ 
mation from "303-225-and 
four digits" -- the phone ex¬ 
change for House of Represen¬ 
tatives offices. 

"Without gomg specifically 
probably we do, congress¬ 
man," Cole said 

Issa then asked whether the 
president's phone calls were 
targeted by die program. Cole 
would not say, but agreed to 
get back to issa with die infor¬ 
mation. 

The hearing comes amid 


growing congressional and 
public concern over the scope 
of domestic intelligence gath¬ 
ering. 

Members of the panel 
warned the Obama administra¬ 
tion to swiftly reform die 
NSA's bulk data collection 
program or risk losing overall 
authority to conduct such sur¬ 
veillance. 

Congressman James 

Sensenbrennsr, a primary au¬ 
thor of the counter-terrorism 
Patriot Act that followed die 
attacks of September 11, 3001, 
said it was a "shock" to leam 
how it w r as being used to jus¬ 
tify a vast operation to hoover 
up telephone metadata. 

The section of die law used 
to justify the program "sun¬ 
sets" in June 2015, and with bi¬ 
partisan congressional 


opposition to bulk data collec¬ 
tion mounting, Sensenbrenner 
and others suggested it would 
not be re-authorized without a 
major overhaul. 

Liberal John Conyers, the 
panel's top Democrat, ap¬ 
peared to side with Sensen¬ 
brenner, saying "consensus is 
growing that this metadata 
program is ineffective." 

But he warned that allowing 
all of Section 315 to expire 
would "lose valuable counter- 
terrorism tools along with the 
surveillance programs many of 
us find objectionable."

Transplant tissue: 

Stem cells in 'revolutionary' boost 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists re¬ 
ported a sample way to turn an¬ 
imal cells back to a youthful, 
neutral state, a feat hailed as a 
"game-changer" m the quest to 
grow transplant tissue m the lab 
Hie research, rep oiled m the 
journal Nature, could be the 
third great advance in stem 
cells -- a futuristic field that 
aims to reverse Alzheimer's, 
cancer and other crippling or 
lethal diseases. 

The latest breakthrough 
comes from Japan, as did its 
predecessor which earned its 
inventor a Nobel Prize. 

The new approach -- pro¬ 
vided it overcomes safety hur¬ 
dles -- could smash, cost and 
technical barriers in stem-cell 
re s ear ch, s ai d ind ep end ent 
commentators. 

"If it works m man, tins 
could he the game-changer 
that ultimately makes a wide 
range of cell therapies avail¬ 
able using the patient's own 
cells as starting material, said 
Clms Mason, a professor of re¬ 
generative medicine at Univer¬ 
sity College London 

Stem cells are primitive 
cells that, as they grow, differ¬ 
entiate into the various spe¬ 
cialised cells tli at make up the 
different organs -- the brain, 
the heart, kidney and so on 
The goal is to create stem 
cells in the lab and nudge them 


to grow into these differenti¬ 
ated cells, thus replenishing or¬ 
gans damaged by disease or 
accident. 

One of the obstacles, 
though, is ensuring that these 
transplanted cells are not at¬ 
tacked as alien by the body's 
immune system. 

To achieve that, the stem 
cells would have to carry the 
patient's own genetic code, to 
identify them as friendly. 

In I99S came the first gain: 
the use of cloning technology 
-- pioneered with Dolly the 
sheep -- to harvest stem cells 
from early-stage embryos 
grown from the donor's own 
DNA 

Hugely versatile, these 
"pluripotent" stem cells are 
controversial as the method 
entails destroying the embryo, 
something opposed by reli¬ 
gious conservatives and others 

In JO 06, a team led by Shiny a 
Yam an aka of Kyoto University, 
who was a co-recipient of the 
2012 Nobel Prize for Medicine, 
created so-called induced 
plunp otent stem cells (l PS). 

With this, the team took ma¬ 
ture cells and coded them with 
four genes, "rewinding" the 
cells' genetic programmes to 
return them to a juvenile state. 

The technique had to over¬ 
come an early hurdle of caus¬ 
ing tumours in cells and still 


faces problems with efficiency 
-- less than one percent a f adult 
cells typically are repro¬ 
grammed successfully. 

The latest breakthrough, pi¬ 
oneered by Haruko Obokata at 
the RIKEN Center for Devel¬ 
opmental Biology in Kobe, 
takes an entirely different and 
surprisingly low-tech ap¬ 
proach. 

White blood cells in new¬ 
born mice were returned to a 
versatile state by incubating 
them in a solution with high 
acidity far 25 minutes, fol¬ 
lowed by a five minute spin in 
a centrifuge and a seven-day 
sp ell d f lnnn ersi on i n a growth 
culture 

Called stimulus-triggered 
aequisition of pluripotency 
(STAP) ceils, the innovation 
breaks new ground. 

Until now, only plant cells, 
and not mammal cells, have 
been found to reprogramme 
back to a youthful state 
through simple environmental 
factors. 

STAP cells appeal - to have a 
limited ability to self-renew, 
and it has yet to be seen if they 
can be acquired from humans 

Only much later may trials 
m humans follow 

It took 12 years before the 
first trials with embryonic stem 
cells, and six years before die 
first iPS trials.

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
shocking death of Oscar-win¬ 
ning actor Philip Seymour 
Hoffman from a suspected 
drugs overdose lias spot- 
lighted a growing epidemic of 
h er oi n us e aero ss the Urn te d 
S t ate s, a ffi ci al s wain. 

Hoffman, a 4d-year-old fa¬ 
ther of three who was consid¬ 
ered one of the finest 
character actors of his gener¬ 
ation, was found lying on Ins 
ap artment h athr o a m fl o or 
with a needle still stuck in Ins 
arm 

US heroin-overdose deaths 
rose by 45 percent from 300(5 
to 3010, and the amount of 
heroin seized each year on the 
Mexican border was up nearly 
four times from 30 OS to 2013, 
he said. 

"First time users are 
younger than they were years 
ago and it's not m the cities 
anymore, it's gone into rural 
areas, into suburbia," Moses 
said 

Hoffman is now the second 
high-profile actor in months 
whose death has been linked 
to the class A drug.

series "Glee", died of an acci¬ 
dental heroin and alcohol

Renewe d heroin u s e co me s 
years after New York quashed

"Heroin" in the 1960s about 
the drug that makes you feel 
"just like Jesus' son." 

Indelibly tied to the spread 
of HIV in the l9SDs, use of 
heroin became a taboo as cer¬ 
tain death and for its patent 
addictiveness. 

But the DEA says that is 
changing, thanks to increased 
production in Mexico, in¬ 
creased smuggling and users 
increasingly addicted to pre¬ 
scription opiates then swap¬ 
ping to cheaper heroin 

It was tins progression that 
Hoffman last year confessed 
to, telling TMZ that he had re- 
lapsed back into heroin fol¬ 
lowing a spell on prescription 
painkillers after having been 
clean for 20 years. 


“Heroin is death. There is 
no such tiling as a good batch 
of heroin as apposed to a 
tainted batch," Moses said

he added 

The National Survey on 
Drug Use and Health said last 
September that the number of

The National Institute of 
Drug Abuse says 4.2 million 
Americans have tried heroin 
at least once during their 
lives, and 23 percent of indi¬

In New York only last week 
13 bios (33 pounds) of heroin 
worth $E million were seised 
in tiie Bronx

Gates "will devote more 
time to the company" in his 
new role on the board as 
"founder and technology advi¬ 
sor," a company statement 
said. 

Nad ell a, 46, who becomes 
the third CEO at Microsoft, 
has been executive vice presi¬ 
dent of its Cloud and Enter¬ 
prise group 

The moves come with Mi¬ 
crosoft losing ground to rivals 
like Apple and Google amid a 
shi ft away from file traditional 
personal computer to mobile 
devices and cloud services. 

The 53-year-old Gates said 
til at "during tins tune of trans¬ 
formation, there is no better 
person to lead Microsoft than 
Satya Nadelia." 

He called Nadelia "aproven 
leader with hard-core engi¬ 
neering skills, business vision 
and the ability to bung people 
to gether" 

Gates stepped down as CEO 


m 2Q0Q and left day-to-day 
operations in 900S to devote 
more time to Ins multibiilicn- 
dollar Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation. 

Microsoft said John Thomp¬ 
son, lead independent director, 
will assume the job of chair¬ 
man at the tech giant. 

Nadelia, who takes over 
from the retiring Steve 
Ballmer, said, "Microsoft is 
one of those rare companies to 
have truly revolutionized the 
worl d find u gli techno 1 o gy, an d 
i couldn't be more honored to 
have been chosen to lead the 
company." 

He added, "The opportunity 


ahead for Mi cro soft is vast, but 
to seize it, we must focus 
clearly, move faster and con¬ 
tinue to transform A big part

Power outages hit 
three million in Brazil 


SAG PAULO (AFP) - Several 
Brazilian states, including 
three set to host June World 
Cup action, suffered power 
outages Tuesday, fueling fears 
over the country's ability to 
keep the lights on 

High demand combined 
with worries over supplies at a 
time of low ramfall led na¬ 
tional grid operator ONS to 
warn o f" disrupt! on" in the in¬ 
tegrated system as it noted 
outages in the north, southeast 
and south of the sprawling 
South American country. 

Media reports suggested 
some three million people had 
seen supplies cut in II states, 
including Rio de Janeiro, and 
Parana in the south 
Ail three will welcome 
World Cup action in June 
The ONS said the cut lasted 
some 40 minutes before a 


gradual return to normal 
power levels 

The outage came a day after 
the grid registered record de¬ 
mand far energy, including a 
rush for air conditioning amid 
soaring temperatures in a 
sticky Southern Hemisphere 
summer. 

The high demand came with 
water levels in reservoirs run¬ 
ning low owing to Idw ramfall 
this year to date -- though au¬ 
thorities deny hat is a factor. 

Brazil has previously suf¬ 
fered a spate of similar prob¬ 
lems. 

Last August, ei gilt, no rtheast- 
ern states were left without 
power following a fire at an 
electrical station. 

In late 201 2, another outage 
left passengers at tounst- 
packed Rio's international air¬ 
port groping m the dark.

US Congress passes huge bill 
reforming agro subsidies 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Congress passed a mas¬ 
sive, long-overdue bill Tues¬ 
day tliat overhauls agriculture 
policy, including halting direct 
payments to fanners 

The five-year $95(5.4 billion 
measure, winch also reforms 
the food stamp program fertile 
poor to save $3 billion, marks 
a rare paint of cooperation 
among bitterly divided law¬ 
makers 

It now heads to the White 
House far the signature of 
President Barack Obama, who 
hailed the compromise meas¬ 
ure as one that will" 'Create new 
jobs and opportunities, and 
protect file most vulnerable 
Americans." 

While noting the bill was 
not perfect, Obama said it 
"provides certainty to Amer¬ 
ica's fanners and ranchers, and 
contains a variety of common- 
sense ref onus that my admin¬ 
istration has consistently called 
for, including reforming and 
eliminating direct farm subsi¬ 
dies and providing assistance 
for farmers when they need it 
most" 

The bill's passage ends a 
nearly three-year battle over 
agnculture policy Complex 
negotiations nearly collapsed 
twice in file past year, and con¬ 
servatives m the House man¬ 
aged to split file bill into 
separate pieces, including one 
fiiat slashed $4D billion from 
file food stamp program. 

That m easure p as se d the Re¬ 
publican-led House but died m 
the Senate, and the eventual 
compromise made far gentler 
cuts to food stamps 

Senator Debbie Stab enow, 
the Democratic chairwoman of 
file Senate Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee wiio helped broker the 
deal with House Republicans, 

called file legislation “a 
major bipartisan jobs bill" that 
helps expand US food exports, 
broaden conservation efforts 
that safeguard US lands and 
water resources, mitigate 
rancher and farmer risks, and 
ensure a safety net far millions 
of needy families 

Among its key provisions is 
file abolition of a decades-old 
program that pays some $5 bil¬ 
lion per year in subsidies di¬ 
rectly to farmers, regardless of 
whether or not they suffer crop 
losses or even plant crops. 

Most of the savings from 
scrapping that controversial 
policy will now go directly 
into anew crop insurance pro¬ 
gram aimed at helping growers 
in times of crisis. 

The bill slashes some $22 
billion from fire national debt, 
but some congressional con¬ 
servatives opposed file meas¬ 


ure for not cutting enough, or 
for implementing only half- 
baked reforms that still allow 
millionaire farmers to earn 
subsidies. 

Several liberals also op¬ 
posed the bill, arguing the cuts 
to the food stamp program — 
which would reduce aid to 
some 350,000 families, ac¬ 
cording to government esti¬ 
mates — went too deep. 

Food stamps were the most 
politically contentious element 
of the bill, and while support¬ 
ers argue it importantly 
tweaked the program to pre¬ 
vent illegal immigrants, lottery 
winners or dead people from 
collecting the benefits, some 
lawmakers said the cuts will 
force thousands of children to 
go hungry. 

But the compromise sig¬ 
naled that lawmakers could 
still come to the table and 
thrash out a deal, despite Con¬ 
gress's reputation as a broken 
body 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Standard & Poor's on Tuesday 
cut the debt rating of Puerto 
Rico to "speculative" Dr “junk" 
status, saying tire US territory 
is facing a liquidity squeeze 
due to high debts and a high 
deficit. 

S&P lowered Puerto Rico's 
rating by one step to BE+, 
even as it was testing markets 
to raise a fresh $2 billion in 
debt financing. 

The government and official 
agencies of the Caribbean is¬ 
land territory, with a popula¬ 
tion of 3.7 million, have some 
$70 billion in debt, and its con¬ 
stitution essentially forbids it 


The bill has not resolved 
every agricultural dispute. It 
reportedly leaves unsettled fire 
issue of country-of-origin la¬ 
beling. which explains to con¬ 
sumers where animals that 
become meat and poultry are 
born, raised and slaughtered 

And some experts, like 
Jean-Clmstophe Bureau, au¬ 
thor of a report on US agricul¬ 
ture policy for the European 
Parliament, say file new crop 
insurance system will encour¬ 
age farmers to grow even 
more, which runs counter to 
the philosophy of World Trade 
Or g am zati o n n eg o fi ati on s. 

But many agriculture 
groups quickly endorsed the 
bill's passage. 

The National Farmers 
Union said the bill 'enacts 
meaningful reforms and pro¬ 
vides an effective safety net 
for farmers and needy Ameri¬ 
cans alike. “

Swimming: 

Thorpe in rehab for 
depression 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Aus¬ 
tralian swimming great 
Ian Thorpe was in reha¬ 
bilitation for depression 
Tuesday after a mixture 
of painkillers and anti¬ 
depressants left him dis¬ 
oriented on a Sydney 
street, highlighting the 
pressures facing elite 
athletes after retirement. 

But his manager James 
Erskine insisted no alco¬ 
hol was involved, as the swimmer's father suggested he 
faced months of treatment but would "come out the other 
side", A "dazed" Thorpe, 31, was discovered by police 
attempting to get into a car near his parents 1 house in the 
early hours of Monday and was taken to hospital for as¬ 
sessment. it was his second recent visit to hospital, after 
falling and needing shoulder surgery last week. At that 
time, his management denied reports that he was also 
being treated for depression and alcohol abuse. Erskine 
told the Australian Broadcasting Corporation that the 
five-time Olympic gold medallist was now receiving treat¬ 
ment for depression, a condition he has struggled with 
for years. As well as being open about his depression, 
Thorpe detailed a battle with alcohol in his 2012 autobi¬ 
ography, but Erskine said it was not a factor in Monday's 
incident.Thorpe is Australia's most decorated Olympian 
with five gold medals at the 2000 Sydney and 2004 
Athens Games, with his success attributed partly to his 
abnormally large feet and hands.
